Report  of  the  Lunatic  Asylum  for  the  fiscal  year  just 
closed,  which  speaks  for  itself.  It  shows  the  admirable 
efficiency  and  economy  with  which  the  Institution  has  been 
managed,  and  reflects  the  highest  honor  on  our  excellent 
Superintendent  and  Directress.  When  we  consider  the 
astonishing  advance  in  the  price  of  provisions,  clothing  and 
many  things  which  the  Asylum  was  compelled  to  have,  and 
reflect  that  the  State  only  pays  on  an  average  S75  for  the 
support  of  each  pauper  patient  per  annum,  it  is  truly  won- 
derful that  the  Institution  has  been  as  well  sustained  as  we 
find  it  has  been,  and  its  unfortunate  inmates  comfortably 
and  beneficially  maintained.  We  think  it  is  but  justice  to 
say,  that  these  happy  results  have  been  produced  by  the 
strict  economy  and  very  excellent  management  of  the 
Superintendent  and  his  assistants.

GentlemExV  : — In  compliaiico  with  the  usages  of  the  in- 
stitution and  the  requirements  of  the  law,  1  now  respect- 
fully submit  the  Atmual  Report  of  this  Institution,  em- 
bracing the  period  from  October  1st,  18(51,  to  October  2nd, 
1862.  And  while  doinu;  so  I  would  gratefully  acknowledge 
the  overruling  hand  of  a  kind  and  beneticent  Providence, 
who  has  brought  us  through  another  year  of  peculiar  trial 
and  difficulty,  in  which,  though  our  charge  has  been  una- 
voidably subjected  to  many  privations,  their  condition 
generally  has  been  far  better  than  it  could  have  been  else- 
where, and  in  which  our  elVorts  for  their  restoration  to 
health  have  not  disappointed  the  most  sanguine  hopes  we 
were  warranted  in  indulijinG:. 

There  never  has  been  a  period  in  wiiich,  to  the  poorer 
classes  of  our  peoplo,  the  existence  of  the  Institution,  and 
the  provision  in  it  for  the  care  of  their  unfortunate  friends, 
must  have  been  felt  so  specially,  a  great  blessing.  When 
burdened  by  cares  and  anxi«ties  necessarily  incident  to  the 
existence  ©f  tho  war,  and  the  sufferings  of  others  near  and 
dear  to  them,  connected  with  it,  and  struggling  themselves 
for  the  means  of  subsistence,  to  have  iiad  imposed  upon 
them  the  grievous  burden  in  addition  of  providing  for  and 
taking  proper  care  of  one  of  those  hapless  ones,  would  in- 
deed have  been  a  calamity.  And  it  is  truly  an  occasion  for 
rejoicing  and  thankfulness  that  timely  provision  was  made 
for  relieving  them  from  it.  As  stated  in  our  last  Annual 
Report,  the  special  improvements  for  which  appropriation! 
had  been  made  and  which  had  progressed  to  a  considerable 
extent,  we  have  to  report  as  yet  in  the  same  position.  We 
have  sufficient  means  remaining  in  the  treasury  for  their 
satisfactory  completion,  under  ordinary  circumstances,  but 
quite  insufficient  as  things  now  stand  ;  and  their  necessity 


is  not  so  Jirgent  as  to  warraut  our  asking  for  anr  addition 
at  this  time. 

I  would  again  remark,  that  in  the  lately  compiled  code 
of  liiwH  there  exists  (as  I  am  informed  npon  the  best  au- 
thority) a  jxtsitive  requirement  that  the  insane  negroes  of 
tho  State  shall  bo  received  into  this  Institution.  I  would 
respectfully  sugticst  that  some  plan  must  be  adopted  to 
relieve  us  from  the  operation  tff  that  clause  of  the  law,  as 
it  is  not  jiossihlo  now  to  comply  with  it  ;  and  I  do  not 
think  the  necessity  fur  buch  arrangements  now,  would  justi- 
fy, the  expenditure  that  would  be  demanded  for  its  ac- 
lomplishmcnt. 

The  ordinary  regular  operations  of  the  Institution  have 
been  attended  with  a  success  commensunite  with  any  rea- 
sonable ex|)ectatioiis.  In  the  fmanciul  department  it  has 
been  nmch  better  than  last  year.  For  the  first  time  in  six- 
;e.en  years  we  found  ourselves,  during  the  year  ISOO-'Gl, 
under  the  necessity  of  procuring  iiii  advance  for  the  pav- 
ment  of  our  outstanding  accounts  of  the  third  ((uarter  of 
$:J,17y  2-5,  and  at  the  close  of  the  year  we  were  obliged  to 
ask  of  the  Legislature  an  appropriation  of  $6,702  64,  to 
pay  our  unsettled  accounts.  This  year  we  jiaid  the  above 
stated  advance  from  the  small  increase  madt^  in  the  appro- 
l)riation  for  support.  We  have  asked  no  advance,  and  wo 
ask  no  special  ai>propriation  to  pay  outstanding  accounts. 
But  it  is  due  to  candor  to  state,  we  have  merely  manatrcd  to 
lice  tlirvvirh  the  yrnr.  The  state  of  things  above  exhibited 
has  resulted  from  the  following  circumstances:  There  wjis 
a  small  addition  made  at  the  last  session  to  the  appropria- 
tion for  support ;  we  bought  nothing  during  the  year  that 
was  not  indispensable;  collections  were  much  better  from 
the  friends  of  pay  patients  ;  and,  after  all,  if  it  had  been 
possible  for  us  to  obtain  at  current  rates  the  supplies  of  food, 
clothing  and  biulding  ni'cessary  to  the  comfort  and  content- 
ment of  our  dependent  charge,  if  not  indispensable  to  their 
welfare,  our  means  nmst  have  fallen  short,  and  we  would 
have  been  oblige;!  to  ask,  extraordinary  aid.  In  view  of  the 
existing  state  of  things,  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  the 
appropriation  for  support  should  be  increased  so  nmch,  as 
tan  thousand  dollars  at  least.  And  if  the  state  of  affairs 
out  of  which  grows  this  necessity  should  happily  be 
changed,  of  course  we  shall  not  1k^  likely  to  need  the  addi- 
tional ajiiount ;  and  if  not,  cannot  witlidraw  it  from  the 
State  Treasury,  as  no  money  can,  under  the  rules  of  the 
Institution,  be  drawn  from  the  Treasury  except  upon  an 
order  signed  by  two  members  of  the  board  of  trustees,  and 
such  order  will  not  be  given  unless  upon  a  satisfactory 
showing  of  the  necessity  for  it.  Another  and  most  impor- 
tant reason  whv  such  increase  should  be  made  is,  that  the 


interests  of  the  State  suifer  materially,  beyond  any  doubt, 
from  the  fact  that  we  have  no  reserve  fund  from  which  we 
can  at  any  time  command  cash,  with  which  to  avail  our- 
selves of  such  opportunities  as  present,  for  purchasing, 
upon  comparatively  favorable  terms,  supplies  of  various 
kinds. 

The  present  appropriation  furnishes  an  average  of  seven- 
ty-Jivc  dollars  for  the  annual  support  of  each  pauper  patient, 
to  cover  the  cost  of  everything  supplied  to  them  and  de- 
stroyed by  them  during  the  year,  the  utter  insufficiency  of 
which  sum,  under  present  prices,  it  will  certainly  not  be 
necessary  I  should  adduce  any  evidence  to  prove.

Of  those  who  died  seven  were  idiots,  nine  epileptics,  four 
of  very  advanced  age,  and  all,  with  perhaps  one  single  ex- 
ception, persons  of  whose  restoration  to  soundness  of  njind 
no  hope  whatever  could  be  entertained.
